Comments will be taken by the
assessment team.

The assessment team is made of Team Leader Chief Rick Pinksaw and team member Lieutenant
Susan Bass. Chief Pinksaw spent over 25 years with the Culpepper, VA Police Department, and
in January of this year was appointed Chief of the Emporia, VA Police Department. Lieutenant
Bass has served with the Greenville, NC Police Department since 1987 and is currently the
commander of their Administrative Bureau.

Telephone comments as well as appearances at the public information session are limited to ten
(10) minutes and must address the agency's ability to comply with the Commission's standards.
